On April 15, 2005, Staff (Staff) of the South Dakota Public Utilities Commission 
(Commission) filed with the Commission a Motion to Consolidate the pending dockets 
involving complaints filed by customers of S&S Communications (SBS) for loss of pre-paid 
telecommunications services. The dockets Staff requested be consolidated are: CT03- 
01 0 through.CT03-096, CT03-098 through CT03-130, CT03-I 32 through CT03-147, CT03- 
149 through CT03-153 and CT03-I56 through CT03-159. Staff requested that the 
Commission: (i) grant its Motion to Consolidate the complaints into one docket which Staff 
has opened as CT05-005; (ii) order that any subsequently filed complaints against S&S 
involving the same subject matter be consolidated into the consolidated Docket CT05-005; 
(iii) order that the individual complaint dockets be closed and deemed merged into the 
consolidated.proceeding, Docket CT05-005; and (iv) order that the individual complaint 
docket files be transferred to the consolidated docket and retained as working files in the 
consolidated proceeding for purposes of organizing filings pertaining to individual 
complaints. On April 15, 2005, the Motion to Consolidate and Notice of Hearing on Motion 
to Consolidate were mailed to counsel for S&S and to the complainants who had filed the 
above referenced formal complaints. 

On April 21, 2005, the Commission electronically transmitted notice of the filing to 
interested individuals and entities. No comments were filed. 

The Commission has jurisdiction over this matter pursuant to SDCL 15-6-42(a) and 
Chapters 1-26, 49-1 3 and 49-31. 

At its regularly scheduled meeting of May 10,2005, the Commission considered the 
Motion to Consolidate. The Commission voted to grant the Motion to Consolidate. 

It is therefore 

ORDERED, that Staffs Motion to Consolidate the complaints into one docket which 
Staff has opened as CT05-005 is granted. It is further 

ORDERED, that any subsequently filed complaints against S&S involving the same 
subject matter be consolidated into the consolidated Docket CT05-005. It is further 



ORDERED, that the individual complaint dockets be closed and deemed merged 
into the consolidated proceeding, Docket CT05-005. It is further 

ORDERED, that the individual complaint docket files be transferred to the 
consolidated docket and retained as working files in the consolidated proceeding for 
purposes of organizing filings pertaining to individual complaints.
